As will be 
seen in the cable above, Canton 
hay e idently decided that foreign 
intercourse is necesxary and that 
permission has now been given to 
trnde with non-Chinese, with the 
exception of Britain and Japan. 

v Example of Russia. 

“The days are passed when any 
foreign Power can say to.China 
‘We want to trade uhd you must 
do thia and do that” said a 
gentleman to a “China Mail” 
reporter. . “Sixty or seventy years 
ago anybody could’tell China. that 
certain ports had to be opened but 
‘international jealousy ' and the 
‘integrity of China question "had 
put a stop to all this. If Cantbn 
ditt not want to trade with Britain 
and Japan she could still observe 
Sonventions but attain her object 
by exerting pressure internally 
when merchants and. labourers 
would have to refrain from inter- 
course with nationals and/or ships 
of these two Powers.” 

“Take the case of Russia,”” he 
continued. ‘When the Soviet rose 
to power they decided .to have 
uothing to do with: Britain and 
other Powers.” Did Britain. force 
her trade on Russia?. No, but in 
the course of a few years Russia 
found that she needed British 
manufactures and products and 
only a month ago the Russian 
Trade Mission is reported to 
have brought” along orders »for 
£15,000,000 worth of machinery, 
ete.” ; 4 

“It will be the same with Canton 
or any other part of China. The 
Chinese trader will find that they 
will have to obey the militarists. 
but in the course of time both the 
politicians and the publie will need 
British and Japanese goods and 
they will find means to trade.” 

What Will America Do? 

Yet another opinion expressed 
was that the possibilities of open 
rupture were very remote. Con- 
ditions were so complicated and, 
as in the case of the Boxer trouble, 
it would have to be a case’of “the 
allies” and not any one or two 
Powers. It would be'the United 
States that most of the Powers 
would look to for a lead, America 
being the creditor of almost ali'the 
interested nations, This speaker’s 
view was that America did not 
want war nor did any of tne Euro- 
pean Powers. The only remedy 
lay in«returning tit for tat, by 
replying with an’ economic 
blockade for un economic boycott.
